The  event  was  one  of  the  first  drag  wed- 
dings to  be  performed  in  New  York  City 
by  an  ordained  minister  . However,  re- 
cent news  reports  have  added  a sequel  to 
this  story. 

Basso,  v/hose  real  name  was  reported 
in  the  public  press  to  be  John  Wojtowciz, 
was  apprehended  in  an  attempt  to  rob 
a Brooklyn,  NoY*  branch  of  the  Chase 
Manhattan  Banko  Wojtowicz  and  two 
accomplices  were  trapped  in  the  bank  by 
police  and  the  trio  held  the  bank  employees 

as  hostages.  Along  with  the  trio's  de- 
mands for  safe  passage  to  the  airport, 
Wojtowciz  demanded  to  see  his  wife  Liz 
Eden  who  was  in  Kings  County  Hospital 
under  going  a psychiatric  examination 
after  attempting  suicide. 

According  to  Wojtowicz,  the  holdup  was 
engineered  to  obtain  enough  money  to 
afford  a sex  reassignment  operation  for

According  to  a New 
York  newspaper  account,  despite  the 
foiled  holdup  Liz  plans  to  have  the  opera- 
tion in  two  stages.  . .the  final  stage  on 
November  14th.  . . .

The  warrior  saint's  predilection  for 
men's  clothes  many  have  been  for  pro- 
tection "when  with  troops  and  in  pre- 
dominantly male  company.  " 

Despite  the  French  heroine's  "trans- 
vestism, physical  prowess  and  appar- 
ent masculine  drive,"  says  F.E.  Ken- 
yon ' there  is  no  very  convincing  evi- 
dence in  her  history  of  overt  lesbianism.  " 

Transvestism  is  the  tendency  to  wear 
clothing  of  the  opposite  sex. 

"In  fact  there  is  no  necessary  connec- 
tion between  female  transvestism  and 
homosexuality  and  she  appeared  to  be 
much  more  masculine  than  she  really 
was,"  Kenyon  says.  He  concedes  that 
Joan  had  a very  intense  friendship  with 
a girl  called  Haivette.  But  their  habit 
of  sleeping  together  was" a common  cus-

SAN  FRANCISCO;  Guy  Wright,  SF  Ex- 
aminer columnist,  said  that  he  is  in 
perfect  agreement  with  consensual  sex 
legislation  but  that  'these  activities 
spill  into  the  street.  Grant  sanctuary 
to  homosexuals  and  soon  drag  queens 
take  to  the  streets  in  flaunting  parades.  " 
Children,  he  says,  must  BE  PROTECT- 
ED from  homosexuals  appearing  on  the 
street  in  drag  and  with  lipstick  on. 

SHERIFF  RICHARD  HONGISTO  was  fea- 
tured  in  June,  PLAYBOY  as  a young 
playboy  and  progressive  reformer.  The 
magazine  said  that  he  had  the  support 
of  the  minorities  in  his  election  and  that 
he  was  as  comfortable  with  transvestites 
as  anyone  else 


LONDON,  ENGLAND:  Popular  band- 
leader Wally  Scott  became  "Angela 
Morly"  following  a sex  change  operation. 
Scott,  48,  will  continue  to  live  with 
his  wife  of  30  years.  They  have  a grown 
son  and  daughter.  His  son,  28,  said, 
"We  feel  happy  about  Dad’s  operation" 
Scott  explained:  "I  have  had  this  problem 
and  now  I hope  to  be  able  to  live  a happy 
and  dignified  life  --  as  a woman.  " So 
it  sounds  like  the  English  Version  of 
Paula  Grossman.  

VIETNAM;  South  Vietnamese  police 
checking  for  draft  dodgers  detained  a 
bar  girl  suspecting  she  was  really  a 
"he"  because  of  her  deep  voice  and  dis- 
covered a rare  deferment  loophole. 


John  Pompetti  a barber  in  Philadelphia 
states  men  will  soon  be  going  into  beauty 
salons  if  a bill  sponsored  by  State  Sen. 
Henry  J.  Cianfrani  is  passed  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Legislature. 

The  bill  would  require  barbers  and  cos- 
meticians to  be  licensed  by  the  same 
agency  - the  Board  of  Cosmetology.

Salmacis  is  different,  or  at  least  we 
like  to  think  so.  There  are  lots  of  ot- 
her organizations  for  tvs.  There  are 
correspondence  clubs , social  organi- 
zations, counseling  groups  and  so  on. 
The  list  seems  endless. 

Yet  with  all  of  these,  there  was  still 
a gap.  Was  there  any  organization, 
anywhere,  that  helped  tvs  get  together 
with  girls  who  wouldn’t  freak  out  com- 
pletely if  their  boy  friend  asked  to  bor- 
row a dress  for  the  evening? 

It's  true  many  of  the  other  organiza- 
tions didn’t  discourage  girls  from  join- 
ing. Indeed  many  welcomed  the  girl- 
friends and  wives  of  members,  but 
that  wasn’t  enough.  What  was  needed 
was  a group  that  would  actively  seek 
out  female  members,  that  would  try 
to  get  across  to  girls,  many  of  whom 
had  never  heard  of  a tv,  the  message 
that  "Hey,  here’s  a bunch  of  guys  who 
aren’t  hung  up  on  the  sterotype  he-man 
image,  but  who  are  still  very  much  in- 
terested in  meeting  girls  as  friends, 
companions  or  anything  else  that  might 
develop.  " 


SALLY  DOUGLAS,  a. well  known  person 
ality  among  San  Francisco  Bay  area 
tvs  decided  about  a year  ago  that  the 
time  was  right  to  try  to  fill  this  gap. 

Sally  probably  knows  as  many  tvs  as 
anyone  around,  so  she  got  to  work  and 
sent  out  invitations  to  the  local  people 
she  thought  might  be  interested  in  the 
project. 

The  response  was  encouraging  and  the 
first  couple  of  meetings,  though  plea- 
sant social  events  themselves,  were 
devoted  to  figuring  out  how  to  attract 
more  female  members. 

As  the  club  grew,  it  also  changed. 
From  introducing  girls  to  tvs,  it  was 
a short  and  logical  step  to  providing  an 
atmosphere  where  any  feminine  person 
(male  or  female)  could  feel  comfortable 
meeting  other  feminine  people  (male  or 
female).  With  this  in  mind  the  club 
shifted  from  meeting  in  private  homes 
to  meeting  in  various  of  the  girls’  gay 
bars  in  the  area.  This  also  has  the 
, advantage  of  moving  the  meeting  place 
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around  so  that  if  one  location  is  incon- 
venient, the  other  would  probably  be 
better.  It  has  also  interested  people 
who  might  otherwise  not  have  heard  of 
the  club. 

Currently  the  club  meets  at  two  locations, 
but  plans  are  afoot  to  hold  some  special 
events  in  other  places  with  the  thought 
in  mind  of  increasing  the  number  of 
clubs  available  for  the  regular  meet- 
ings as  well.  The  special  events  plam^- 
ed  are  in  addition  to  the  current  schedule 
of  'socials'  every  first  and  third  Thurs- 
day of  the  month. 

One  of  the  club's  biggest  problems  is 
trying  to  reach  the  people  who  might  be 
interested,  particularly  when  this  is 
such  a specialized  group.  Since  fresh 
faces  and  new  points  of  view  are  the  key 
to  success  in  a social  organization 
like  Salmacis,  the  advertising  campaign 
is  kept  up  in  any  way  the  members  can 
devise  that  seems  practical.  So  far 

classified  ads  in  underground  and  women's 
newspapers,  a permanent  phone  number 
for  information,  posters  in  the  place  we 
meet,  and  a prospectus  explaining  the 
group  have,  been  tried.  In  addition  to 
this  general  advertising,  articles  like 
this  one  in  specialized  publications  like 
DRAG  and  the  TVIS.  JOURNAL  should 
reach  people  we  might  otherwise  miss. 

Curently  the  only  requirement  for  join- 
ing SALMACIS  is  a strong  pro-fem- 
inine interest,  but  attendance  at  social 
functions  is  usually  limited  in  that  males 
must  be  feminine  in  appearance  and 
deportment  (at  least  while  the  meeting 
is  going  on!)  Occasionally  at  some 
special  event  this  rule  is  relaxed  so 
that  people  not  yet  members  can  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  group. 

Salmacis  began  in  the  San  Francisco 
area,  but  people  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  have  been  inquiring  about  or- 
ganizing chapters,  and  work  is  under 


way  to  find  methods  of  making  this 
possible.

MORE  ABOUT  INTRO  475:"  The  public 
hearings  in  my  opinion  didn't  have  any 
effect  on  the  votes  of  the  various  council- 
men.  Public  hearings  almost  never  do. 
You  do  them  for  reasons  apart  from

OLF  has 
been  fighting  to  make  sure  specific  re- 
jection of  the  tv  issue  isn't  included  in 
the  bill  when  it  is  reintroduced. 

COLUMBUS  OHIO:  Dresses  were  ruled  ok 

for  beard-wearers.  The  Franklin  County 
Court  of  Appeals,  in  dismissing  cases  again 
against  three  bearded  men  arrested  last 
December  at  a Gay  Activists  Alliance  dance, 
dance  said  they  "Apparently  are  not  trying 
to  pass  as  women.  ? " 

The  law  under  which  they  had  been  charg- 
ed forbids  public  nudity  or  in  "dress  not 
belonging  to  his  or  her  sex.  " 

Despite  dismissal  of  the  charges,  the 
secretary  of  the  Gay  Activists,  Patrix 
Miller,  said  it  cannot  be  considered  a 
victory  because  the  court  upheld  the 
constitutionality  of  the  law. 

The  judges  said  in  their  ruling  that  the 
law  prevents  persons  from  being  victim- 
ized by  impersonators  of  the  opposite 
sex.

BINGHAMTON,  N.  Y.  i A Binghamton 
woman  who  accused  a tavern  owner  of 
discrimination  against  her  on  the  basis 
of  sex  in  refusing  to  serve  her  following 
a sex-change  operation  last  year  has  lost 
the  case  before  the  state  Human  Rights 
Division, 

Francis  R.  Thompson,  39,  filed  a com- 
plaint with  the  Syracuse  office  of  the  agenc 
that  accused  Gondo's  Restaurant  and 
Lounge  of  d-enying  her  equal  accomodation 
under  civil  rights  laws. 

Miss  Thompson  said,Genesio  Riccardi, 
the  owner  of  the  tavern,  which  she  fre- 
quented before  her  operation,  told  her 
after  she  returned  to  the  bar  from  the 
women’s  restroom  that  she  would  not 
be  served  in  the  future  if  she  continued 
to  use  the  restroom  instead  of  the  men's. 

The  agency  ruled  that  it  had  found  no 
probable  cause  to  believe  the  owner  had 
practiced  unlawful  discrimination  in  the 
case. 


the  town  council  but  later  reinstated  by 
Sarkas  pending  a council  hearing  on  the 
club's  appeal.  Sarkas  then  delayed  the 
appeal  hearing  until  after  his  own  hear- 
ing on  the  repeal  of  the  rule,  which  was 
held  May  9. 

The  only  persons  who  attended  the  hear- 
ing were  Carillion  Club  owner  Joseph 

Ferri  and  attorney  Everett  A.Petronio, 
representing  the  club  manager  and  the 
performers . 

Petronio  argued  that  the  rule  had  out- 
lived its  usefulness  and  was  an  unnecess- 
ary burden  on  establishments  serving 
liquor.  He  said  it  would  bar  such  per- 
formers as  television  personality  Flip 
Wilson  from  doing  his  "Geraldine"  skit 
in  Rhode  Island. 

Sarkas  said  he  saw  nothing  offensive  in 
the  "Guys  Will  Be  Dolls"  show,  which 
has  been  playing  to  capacity  crowds  for 
months.  He  said  he  had  sent  notices  a- 
bout  the  hearing  to  all  police  chiefs  and 
liquor  license  boards  in  the  state  and  had 
advertised  in  five  newspapers  without 
finding  anyone  who  objected  to  repealing 
the  regulation. 


IMPERSONATION  LAW  OUT  IN  PROVI- 
DENCE, R.I00...A  state  liquor  control 
regulation  originally  intended  to  curb 
homosexual  bars  has  been  axed  as  a re- 
sult of  a controversy  over  a female  im- 
personation act  in  an  area  night  club. 

The  regulation,  which  banned  either  sex 
from  impersonating  the  other  in  night 
club  acts,  is  probably  unconstitutional, 
said  Liquor  Control  Administrator  Deeb 
G.  Sarkas  in  commenting  on  his  decision 
to  repeal  it. 

The  34-year-old  rule  came  under  fire 
as  a result  of  a controversy  over  a show 
called  "Guys  will  be  Dolls"  at  the 
Carillion  Club  in  the  Providence  suburb 
of  Johnson. 

The  club's  license  was  suspended  by

thing very  sick  and  distorted.  The  high- 
point  of  Coopers  routine  is  when  he,  in 
drag,  tears  apart  a baby  doll  and  throws 
the  parts  into  the  audience.
